While 1 
would give all honor where honor is due—while 
I would admire the power which can say to the 
Tempter, " Thus far shall thou go, but no far- 
ther;" still, 1 am forced to the painful eoncluBion 
that many a poor, unfortunate inebriate looks to 
the example of those who occupy more exalted 
stations in life than himself, and, by following 
in their footsteps, have been plunged deeper and 
deeper into tho miry clay.

If a fire were raging in your 
town, would each man fold his hands till the 
flames had reached his own dwelling,consumed 
halt the inmates, and then cry out fire; or would 
the fire companies pour on water speedily and 
vigorously, till the flames were extinguished?

The principal venders of alcohol would 
be thrown out of business, their families would 
be beggared, and many would be deprived oi 
the happiness which they now enjov. Suppose 
I had a lot of wine on hand, to the value of sev- 
eral thousand dollars, arid was commanded to 
pour it into the street, it would be a dead loss 
to me. I think it would bo decidedly wicked ro 
pass such a law, and I presume that most of 
these respectable people collected here to-night 
feel exactly as I do." 


Mr. Peatody rejoined,—How was it with the 


poor Indian? Was his happiness increased or 
diminished, when the pale-face carried the cup 
to his lowly cabin, and tempted him to drink? 
Why, it developed a demon within him, which 
would, perhaps, have remained forever latent 
unless it had been excited to action by rum. Is 
the happnu-ss of the laborer's family increased 
or diminished, when the husband and fathersips 
at the Lethean stream, which so deadens his sen- 
sibilities and drowns his memory tiiat he forgets 
to provide their actual comforts and necessities? 
And all because his intellect has been dethroned 
by Bum! We must not, in estimating the hap- 
piness of one part of community, forgot that we 
may exclude the great majority, who'would oth- 
erwise suffer, cither primarily or secondarily, by 
being allowed gratification iu certain dangerous 
luxuries.

Can he partake of the deadly night- 
shade, the stramonium, muriatic or prussic acid, 
arsenic, and other deleterious poisons, in quan- 
titiestosuit his pleasureorconvenience? Or do 
we find a just and equitable law, that forbids 
druggists, under a strict penalty, from selling ar- 
senic, nnlesfi it be for some specific purpose? 
Alcohol, as I have previously stated, results from 
the chemical decomposition "of the various fruits 
of the earth, conlains oxygen, carbonic acid and 
hydrogen, and is a slow but certain poison. If
